Michener’s Examination, 

With the air of a man who has 
set himself a task, gnd performed 
it, Congressman Tillman closed his 
part of the examination, and 
strolled outside to jitake a brief 
smoke.

The earnest and tem- 
perate Michener took up the »ur- 
den. 

“What compensation did Referee 
Thomas receive?” was his opening 


elquestion. “It was in commissions 


and fees. I think the examiners 
told me it was in the neighborhood 
of $7500 a year. I didn’t really 
know.” 

“When you allowed the Referee 
a fee of $1000 a month in one case, 
then $1000 a month in another 
case, and $850 a month in another 
ease, did you have in mind the fact 
that he waa acting as Referee in 
your court?” “Only to the extent 
ihat I expected him to take care 
of the Referee’s office first. If it 
interfered, as it finally did, I ex- 
pected him to quit one or the oth- 
er.”* 

“Fach Case on its Merits.” 

“Through your various orders 
you allowed him compensation ap- 
proximating $50,0C0 a year, and in 
addition expected him to do the 
Referee’s work?” “TI considered 
each case on its individual merit, 


and f appointed him only because 


the parties requested it.” 

“That is exactly what I am get- 
ting at. You considered each case 
individually, and not with relation 
to each other and to his work as 
Referee,” “I aid, except that I 
considered whether it would im- 
pair his efficiency as Referee. 
When it came to that point, I took 
up the matter of his resignation of 
one or the other offices.” 

“You didn’t taxe it up until the 
matter became a public scandal in 
the community?” “You are mis- 
taken about that. He resigned the 
evening of Jan. 7, and the first pub- 
lication in the Post-Dispatch was 
on Jan. $8, when his resignation was 
already on file. 

“You had never heard any rum- 
hlings about his conduct up to that 
time?” “I had not.”

The Police Department budget 
for the fiscal year 1925-26, aggre- 
cating $5,034,275, submitted yester- 
a to the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, contains an in- 
crease of $604,275 to provide for 
salary increases authorized in a Dill

Assuming that Gov. Baker will 
sign the bill, it will mean an in- 
crease in the tax rate of 6 cents on 
the $100 valuation. The present 
tax rate of $1.51 for municipal 
purposes will be advanced to $1.57 
The maximum allowed by law is 
$1.59. 

The police pay bill provides an 
increase for patrolmen of $35, 
from $145 to $180 a month. Should 
the firemen’s increase of $25, 
from $155 to $180, aggregating 
about $280,000, be approved at the 
election April 7, it will mean that 
appropriations for other municipal 
purposes will have to be pared 
down to fit within the $1.59 maxi- 
mum, according to Deputy Comp- 
| troller Gunn. Salaries increases 
| in other departments are out of the 
| question, he said. 
| The largest item in the police 
| budget is $3,885,775 for salaries 
| of commissioners and all members 
| of the Police Department, against 
| $3,259,000 last year. The item for 
‘other salaries, mainly the clerical 
force, is ,$490,000, against $435,- 
000 last year. The 1924-25 budget 
was $4,430,000. 

Other items of the police budget 
‘are much the same as tn previous 
years except that $100,000 is pro- 
vided to complete a police station 
now under construction and $200,- 
000 to build a new station and im- 
prove existing stations. 

In estimating the increased tax 
of 6 cents for police salaries, Gunn 
assumes the bill will go into effect 
about July 1 and be in effect about 
two-thirds of the fiscal year. Next
